EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a biaxially oriented polyester film 
comprising a polyester having the recited melting point, said film having the recited combination 
of break strength in the machine direction at 120°C and bag drop strength index at 0°C, as the 
bag drop strength index test is defined in the specification (line 15, page 26 to line 8, page 27). 
Specifically, JAPANESE PATENT APPLICATION 2001-055454 fails to disclose the recited 
drop test values; JAPANESE PATENT APPLICATION 2001-179916 and the BLAND ET AL 
references fails to disclose the recited combination of drop test and break strength values.

- I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that all statements made on information 
and belief are believed to be true; and further that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false 
statements and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United 
States Code and that such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issued thereon.
